(previously presented) A method of propagating an avian reoviruii on Vero cells, 



inoculating a Vcri> cell with the avian rcovirus without prior adaptation, wherein 
the avian reoviras belongs to an antigenic class of avian rcovirus ERS isolates that 

i) is able lo induce antiserum in an animal, which antiserum causes a 
reduction of the plaques formed by avian reovirus ERS deposited al the 
ECACC under accession no. 9901 1475, of at least 75% in a plaque 
reduction assay, and 

ii) positively reacts with polyclonal avian rcovirus antiserum but not with 
monoclonal antibodies identified by accessions nos. 9901 1472, 9901 1473 
and 9901 1474, samples of which are deposited at the ECACC; 

allowing the avian reovirus to multiply to a titer of at least about 3.0 TCTDso/ml;

EncephalomycKtis Virus, Fowl Pox Virus, and Chicken Anemia Agent.
